As we begin a new academic year this fall, we can look back with 
some satisfaction upon the progress of our first three years as a col- 
legiate institution.

of some 40 coufses for juniors, which were taught by four or five full- 
time and about two dozen part-time teachers. 
This fall the instructional staff is equivalent to about 70 full-time 


| teachers exclusive of deans and other administrative officers. The 


schedule of classes presents a much wider range of courses at the 
junior, senior, and graduate-year levels for an expected 1800 stu- 
dents. 

Impressive as such statistics are, we do not believe that the size 
of the student body, the array of courses, or the number of teachers 
constitutes the most significant accomplishment. At the higher edu- 
cation level, quality is the highest virtue of an institution. In our 
public school system, we not only permit—we demand—the attend- 
ance of every child at the elementary and secondary school levels. 
Admission to college is permitted on a conditional basis—especially in 
the four-year colleges and universities. The usual condition is demon- 
stration of ability to do the work or to profit from attendance. Not 
everyone can take a college education. Therefore, the colleges cannot 
take everyone. 

Frequent allusion is made to Mark Hopkins and the log as an 
ideal college situation, emphasizing that the quality of the teaching 
staff rather than such material aspects as marble columns and ivy- 
ana towers is the key to genuine effectiveness at this educational 
evel. 

After three years, we believe we can point with pride to a fine 
“Mark Hopkins” in the form of a splendid faculty even though we do 
not as yet possess the “log.” The fact that we have actually graduated 
some 400 students, many of whom are already successfully at work 
in various occupations, gives Strength to the “Mark Hopkins” thesis. 
The fact that during the past year the college was inspected and ac- 
credited by two important agencies verifies to the world that quality 
and standards do exist here. 

As we move ahead in the further development of an outstanding 
institution, it will be our purpose to continue to emphasize superior 


| instruction on the part of the faculty and solid achievement on the 


part of the students. 

To all new students who come to us with ability, seriousness of pur- 
pose, and a determination to succeed, we say most heartily “WEL- 
COME!” You will find here good opportunity for your personal, social,

An expanded program of ath- 
letic activities at Sacramento 
State College for 1950-51 has been 
outlined by Dr. H. J. McCormick, 
director of athletics. The basket- 
ball, baseball and tennis teams, 
which have been fielded for the 
last two years, will be supplement- 
ed by a track and field team under 
the direction of Coach Aubrey 
Bates. A full track and field sche- 
dule is now being arranged.

Education and Recreation has in- 
creased its staff by the addition of 
a woman and a man.

The Division of Humanities and 
Fine Arts will not be greatly in- 
creased due to physical limitations 
and lack of demand in some areas, 
for example, foreign languages.

Together 
with the junior college offerings, 
the program has been thought suf- 
ficient.
